Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claims could not be found and was not suggested by the prior art. The subject 
matter not found is a medical device having a first and second active lumen within the outer wall, 
and a false lumen within the outer wall, the false lumen having a sealed distal end and containing 
an anti-microbial agent, the first and second active lumens at least partially surround the false 
lumen, in combination with the features of the invention substantially as claimed. The limitation 
"the first active lumen and the second active lumen at least partially surround the false lumen" is 
interpreted to mean that each of the first and second lumens at least partially surround the false 
lumen. In other words, this limitation does NOT mean that together the first and second active 
lumens surround the false lumens. As an analogy, multiple fence posts together surround a yard, 
but individually no one fence post partially surrounds a yard. In the instant application each 
active lumen must itself at least partially surround the false lumen.
